MONTANA’S NEW $5,000 STAKE. 



Last Friday’s Breeder and Sportsman says: 
There was a meeting of the Board of Stewards 
of the California Jockey Club last night. The 
Application of Eddie Jones for reinstatement 
was denied, and it was further resolved that he 
hereafter be barred off the track. Both Spencer 
and Taylor were reinstated, and the former will 
ride in the Burns Handicap on Saturday. Taylor 
was set down for a bad ride on Major Cook. 
The case of Harry Wise was reopened and a 
number of witnesses were examined, including 
Goodin, who engineered the “pinging.” The 
latter strenuously asserts that Wise was an in- 
nocent victim and that he substituted the mare 
on his responsibility. There are several more 
witnesses to be examined before the Board will 
reach a decision. 




In addition to the stakes closed. Anaconda 
will guarantee $5,000 for the Labor Day Handi- 
cap, for three-yeas olds and upward, one mile 
and a quarter, in September. The division of 
purse is the same as that of the California 
Derby. Entries close May 7 for this stake. 

Through an error in telegraphic transmission 
the stake has been displayed as one for three- 
year-olds. It is for three-year-olds and upward 
and worthy the consideration of all owners. 

NOTES OP THE TURF. 

Swift justice overtook the turf crime of 
“doping” a horse at the Oakland track Friday. 
A dispatch from San Francisco about the affair 
says: “The sensation at Oakland to-day was 
the ruling off of Gold Bug and his owner, 
J. Krause, after winning the first race. The 
horse was found upon examination to be doped, 
and the judge promptly took action. Neither 
did Krause get the purse, as the animal was in- 
eligible under the conditions of the race. Tom 
Smith, the second horse, got the purse.” 

W. & A. McGuigan’s fine colt Bannockburn is 
reported to be suffering from catarrhal fever. 
This will debar him from meeting Lieber Karl 
in the Memphis Derby unless the attack proves 
less series than it at first appeared to be. As 
it is, McGuigan is credited with having deter- 
mined to rest his colt after recovery and point 
him especially for the Kentucky Derby. 

P. Tomlinson’s useful colt Seaport, while at 
exercise on the Memphis track Thursday, bolted 
into the fence and was so badly hurt that it is 
doubtful if he can be raced again. 

If Charles Boots decides to come east, he will 
go direct to Brooklyn. If not, he may take in 
Montana. Mr. Boots needs a first-class jockey 
worse than anything else. 

Racing will open at Kansas City April 23. 
Joseph J. Burke will be presiding judge and the 
starting will be done by L. S. Hatch.
